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New Airmails and Such 


FTER so many years of delay its hard to believe that at last we 
are to have a new and uniform series of air mail and envelope 
stamps. It recalls the old argument regarding air mails. Dele- 
gates to U. P. U. congresses have indicated they favored aban- 
donment of special issues for air mail, but few countries have 
adopted that as a policy. Proponents of such issues say that a 
special stamp enables air mail to be readily noticed by postal 

clerks and insure the mail bearing those stamps being given proper attention; 

though that is answered by the fact that many mailers insist on using any 
kind of stamps with the result clerks must exercise just as much caution 





whether there are special stamps issued or not. Probably the best argument 
for special stamps for air mail is the propaganda value of such stamps. The 
designs of the various issues, foreign as well as domestic, indicate that idea 
is in the fore, and in application it has proven very effective in obtaining recog- 
nition and use of advantages of the air mail. Some countries have found 
special air stamps helpful in accounting; others, it is hinted, find them helpful 
as a result of philatelic purchases in keeping that accounting out of the red. 
Maybe issuing special stamps for air mail is just a habit. And most collectors 
look on it as a good habit. 

For many years the designs of U. S. envelope stamps have been far from 
pleasing. Possibly the use for so many years of the same design has contri- 
buted to that feeling. Philately can look forward to the coming issue with 
much speculation. What is needed is not just a different design or designs, but 
well executed designs within the manufacturing limitations of this type of 
postal paper. When one looks over a collection of U. S. envelopes the con- 
trasts in issues and designs is considerable. Some designs are strikingly beauti- 
ful, others crude. 1941’s will be which? 

Speaking of air mails; we'd like to see more informaton on that set of 
triangular labels recently attributed to Puerto Rico as “semi-officials.” The 
island is not remote and being a U. S. possession one would expect plenty of 
information to be released on a new issue from the place. Strangely, this has 
not been the case. Just how are these labels used? By whom? And to what, 
if any, extent? And if they actually are necessary, why is the issue limited? 
Moreover, what makes them “semi-official?” We're not criticising but it does 
seem that information is rather scant and the designs are definitely philatelic. 
$2.09 is a lot of money for a set of eight labels, however pretty, if they are 
private productions and not usable for payment of postage. We haven’t begun 
to list Railway Express Agency labels in our New Issue column, but on the 
basis of available information, they are just as much “semi-official” postage 
stamps as the Puerto Rico items. There is abundant evidence, as one recent 
auction particularly emphasized, that the philatelic market for anything of 
a souvenir nature having to do with aviation was inflated and is now greatly 
deflated, due to admission to albums and catalogues of things not postage 
stamps. 

The new U. S. air mails make a timely appearance. They should answer 
the annual clamor for special stamps at each philatelic convention. With the 
five values to spread over the summer, plus stamped envelopes, everyone should 
be pleased (except the precancelers!) May the first committee seeking a sou- 
venir pane be given a souvenir pain by the rest of us!

From Cents To SENSE. 

You’ve probably heard about the widow 
who after listening to the flattering eulogy 
spoken about her late husband, went over to 
the coffin to see if it really was her dead 
mate they were burying. Advertising has 
taken a rather peculiar angle the last few 
years. An eminent authority, in fact, one of 
the most authorative advertising executives 
in the country, expounded several theories 
the other day. He told of how tooth-paste 
manufacturers advise almost everything to 
be done with their product, and sometimes 
over-look admonishing one to clean teeth 
with it. A woman sometimes forgets the 
pleasure involved in guzzling tea, in her anx- 
iety to know whether it has vitamins. Stamp 
collectors invariably experience many like sit- 
uations. One man may possess a group of en- 
velopes and not find anything particular 
about them. Another collector may have sud- 
denly decided to save certain postmarks. One 
of the items in the group may be worth 
more to the fancier than the entire lot was 
valued by the original owner. One precancel 
collector may enthuse over his material suf- 
ficiently to convert a collector who never be- 
fore evinced any interest in the subject. It 
merely seems that a concentration of the 
proper publicity educates collectors to the 
various possibilities of each phase of the hob- 
by. So many people have recently wondered 
why they can obtain more for used presi- 
dential or Famous American stamps, than 
they could get for ordinary postage stamps 
used thirty or forty years ago. Dealers are 
always ready to buy certain denominations 
of the current issues, providing the prices are 
at popular market status. It has always been 
a mystery why stampless covers are kept at 
such incredibly low prices. Their historical 
value, and state of preservation surely war- 
rant more consideration than an ordinary 
cacheted envelope of the present day, and 
yet it all points to the same media of collect- 
ing what has become popularized attractively 
enough to captivate attention. 
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Envelope Designs Selected 





The Post Office Department has selected 
the head of Franklin for the 1c stamped en- 
velope and the head of Washington for the 
other denominations, the New York Times 
states.

No explanation was of- 
fered why the Department did not wait for 
the brochure, other than that they had al- 
ready seen its contents.

A. P. S—A philatelic reference library 
service available to the 5,000 A. P. S. mem- 
bers went into operation on June Ist under 
direction of Col. Ralph A. Kimble, Editor of 
the official organ, The American Philatelist. 
The service will be a trial measure, to become 
a permanent feature if plans mature. The 
service will be based on Mr. Kimble’s per- 
sonal philatelic library of over 4,000 volumes 
to which some 100,000 references are indexed 
and filed. Limited only to members, the new 
service is expected to add to the Society’s 
membership. Volumes will be loaned for pe- 
riods of a week, with few exceptions. A small 
fee will be charged for lists of references.

John E. Lamiell, veteran director of the

mail at Bermuda going via Atlantic lanes has 
resulted in increase of mails to South Amer- 
ica.

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The sale of the first portion of the Edward 
S. Knapp collection will go down in phila- 
telic history as one of the most outstanding 
of all stamp auction sales. In the first place, 
it required no less than 11 complete sessions 
to disperse a mere third of the volume of 
material in the collection. Each day in a 
full week, there were § afternoon and 5 
evening sessions, followed by a single after- 
noon session on Saturday. 3,105 lots were sold 
for $80,729 covering the period of early day 
stampless covers up through, and including 
the time of the Civil War. 

The first sessions of the sale were devoted 
to stampless covers. It was the first time on 
record, that an important collection of 
stampless covers was broken up in such a 
manner as to give collectors the opportunity 
to acquire individual pieces, and the results 
fully justified the experiment. 


Of the 800 odd lots of stampless covers 
in the sale, the great majority were offered 
as single items and included such rare pieces 
as the Little Rock, Windsor Locks ‘Steam 
Boat”, New Haven “Bee Hive”, and an ex- 
tremely important group of rail-road and 
steam boat markings. Every important piece 
was the subject of stiff competition from 
both mail bids and from the floor, and in 
the eyes of students the prices realized for 
them, established new records. There was an 
exceptional collection of early straightline 
markings containing many things of unusual 
interest, and also groups of stampless covers 
arranged by cities and states which formed 
an attractive basis for any one to continue 
as a collection. 

Among the unusual things in the sale, was 
a group of Eastern express labels on original 
covers. Material of this nature is put on the 
auction market so infrequently, that a gauge 
of values was practically impossible. It was 
surprising, however, to find them actively bid 
for by people from all over the country, and 
at levels very much higher than many had 
thought they would realize. The collection of 
Locals and Carriers occupied most of the third 
and the entire fourth session of the sale. The 
collection contained a great many pieces of im- 
portance, most of which were in extremely 
beautiful condition. Price levels realized how- 
ever, reflected the present day trend in these

The Knapp Sale in Review 





groups which, unfortunately, are neglected by 
the majority of collectors. Some individual 
pieces brought astoundingly high prices, but 
on the other hand, many rare things which, 
for some reason or other, did not appeal to 
the buyers, sold at prices lower than they 
might have been expected to bring. Some day 
these interesting covers and stamps will again 
come into their own, and many of the buyers 
can consider themselves fortunate in having 
been able to obtain pieces of great rarity at 
a time when they in less favor than 
other groups. 

The Sth session of the sale, on Wednesday 
afternoon, brought extremely attend- 
ance for the dispersal of the great collection 
of Ocean and Overland mail between Cali- 
fornia and the East. This, one of the finest 
collections ever assembled included the cele- 
brated “Pony Express”, replete with famous 
pieces gathered through the years. The bid- 
ding on practically every lot was spirited; 
heavy competition resulted in many new 
highs, and prices obtained at this sale can be 
considered a definite criterion of the actual 
value of these highly interesting and historic 
covers. It was the first time in philatelic 
history that a collection of these proportions 
had come on the market. Many of those pres- 
ent at the sale were free in expressing their 
opinion that genuine values were reflected 
and prices were not artificially created by 
two particular buyers wishing to own a 
single piece, without thought of cost. The 
Wednesday night session was devoted to an 
extensive collection of Western Express cov- 
rs. Spirited bidding prevailed throughout the 
entire group and many fine pieces brought 
substantially higher prices than was expected; 
others sold at levels reflecting current market 
conditions. Thursday’s session comprised a 
collection of California town postmarks, 
many of which were early miners’ letters. 
These received stiff competition throughout, 
and indicated the extreme interest held by 
collectors all over the country. Then followed 
a remarkable group of letters mailed from 
Hawaii with combinations of U. S. and Ha- 
waii stamps. This was one of the finest 
groups which had ever been assembled. The 
competition was keen on practically every lot.

Numerous requests had made it necessary 
to break the chronological order of the col- 
lection, and sell the Postmasters provisionals 
and the 1847 issue at the Saturday after- 
noon session. Thursday night’s session thus 
was devoted to the general issue of the 1851- 
1857. This section was full of remarkable 
pieces, both on and off cover, in extremely 
beautiful condition. It brought a heavy floor 
attendance and_ stiff competition created 
many record prices, some far in excess of 
what might have been anticipated. This 
section of the sale was the first indication 
that collectors disregard the standard cata- 
logue entirely when striving to secure the 
unusually beautiful things. Every auction sale 
contains a few things out of the ordinary; 
here was a session devoted entirely to choice 
pieces, each of which had its own distinctive 
appeal. A great demand and desire to own 
these selected things were evidenced from all 
corners of the room. Practically every lot 
the subject of heavy bidding.

Stamps Used At Massowah 





When the Italians first came to the old 
Turkish port of Massowah, on the African 
shore of the Red Sea, the Khedive of Egypt 
was on the point of withdrawing the garri- 
son that had been established there by Ab- 
dul Kader Pasha in the year 1867. 

Two years later (end of 1869), as te 
corded by Les Postes Egyptiennes, an Egyp- 
tian post office had been set up there and 
was, in fact, still functioning at the time 
of the landing of the Italian troops on Feb- 
ruary Sth, 1885. For a short time a. state 
of condominium existed in Massowah, during 
which post offices of Italy and Egypt operated 
side by side, until, on December 2nd, 1885, 
the Egyptian troops finally sailed for home 
and Italy took over complete control of the 
town. Stamps of most Egyptian issues be- 
tween 1867 and 1881 may be found post- 
marked either “POST KHEDEVIE EGI- 
ZIANE—MASSAWA” or, | later, merely 
“MASSAWAH,” and are reasonably scarce, 
though less so than those of the other Red 
Sea post offices, being worth from 10/- up- 
wards, 

The Italian post office at Massowah came 
into being about November, 1885, when 
stamps of the general “Estero” series were 
taken into use and cancelled with a post- 
mark inscribed ““MASSAUA MAR ROSSO” 
in conjunction with a serial obliterator num- 
bered “3862.” 

On the withdrawal of the “Estero” stamps 
at the end of the year 1889, contemporary 
postage stamps of the Kingdom of Italy were 
substituted, continuing in use until the ad- 
vent of the series overprinted “Colonia 
Eritrea,” three years later, These postmarks 
are worth watching for. 

Thenceforward, until 1935, the 
stamp issves of Eritrea served the postal 
needs of Massowah’s growing population, the 
subjects of which include views of the hand- 
some Palace of the Governor and other local 
scenes, until superseded by the uniform sef- 
ies for the, now rapidly vanishing, Italian 
Empire in East Africa.

tinued through the Friday afternoon session, 
at which the 1861 series were sold. 

The Friday afternoon session also included 
a small group of Confederate stamps. These 
were largely a remainder from the great Con- 
federate collection once formed by Mr. 
Knapp, and since only a few things of un- 
usual nature were offered, the competition 
was lighter and prices generally were below 
the levels of the other portions of the col- 
lection. The Friday evening session continued 
the Confederate material which was devoted 
and patriotic and campaigning 
envelopes. There were a number of unusual 
things in the group; these were the subject 
of interest to buyers who brought 
them to levels considerably higher than it 
might have been thought they would bring. 
The patriotics were somewhat of a revela- 
tion. They were few in number, but for the 
most part of unusual nature, and the spirit- 
ed bidding definite indication of a re- 
vival of interest in these interesting souve- 
nirs of one of the most troubled times in ou: 
history. While this attracted the 
smallest attendance, every one present was 
interested in securing some of the lots, and 
bid them to some of the highest levels ever 
recorded. 

The closing session of the sale on Satur- 
day afternoon, brought the largest attendance 
with about 175 people on the floor. The 
1847. group contained some of the finest 
known, and with practically every- 
thing the most beautiful condition ob- 
tainable. Beautiful single stamps invariably 
brought several times the standard catalog 
value, while the exceptional pieces were 
sought after by buyers from all over the 
country. It was a thorough demonstration of 
the fact that beautiful stamps gathered by 
a discriminating collector, who had a knowl- 
edge of what he was buying will be desired 
by the great number of collectors regardless 
of what figure may be placed in the stand- 
ard catalog for a particular stamp. This ses- 
sion was devoted almost exclusively to stamps 
of two basic catalog numbers, and only in 
a few instances did they fail to sell for less 
than the standard catalog value.

Much praise was given for the manner in 
which the sale was conducted, particularly 
to the fact that the majority of lots were 
displayed on a screen during the course of 
the auction. Many people expressed the fact 
that it was the finest thing they had ever 
Seen at an auction, for their memory was 
refreshed and they knew exactly on what 
they were bidding. The auction room was 
large, seating 150 people comfortably. The 
auctioneer gave every courtesy and considera- 
tion to the buyers and the whole week was 
marked with the good fellowship of a phila- 
telic convention, with buyers present from 
all parts of the country. Old acquaintances 
were renewed and in the comfortable rooms, 
there was plenty of opportunity to examine 
lots, exchange views, and make arrangements 
for various social activities following the 
sale. It was impossible to find a single sour 
note in the entire procedure. It was not only 
a tribute to the memory of Edward S. Knapp, 
but a distinct compliment to the Philatelic 
Research Laboratories, Inc. and Parke-Ber- 
net Galleries, Inc. The stamps to be sold were 
exhibited at the galleries for ten days prior 





to the sale. They were shown in a large well 
lighted room, the walls of which were com- 
pletely covered with books containing the 
photographic record of the collection, which 
had been made by the Philatelic Research 
Laboratories, Inc., prior to their being 
arranged and catalogued for sale. Incidental- 
ly, the complete series of the photographic 
records, contained in specially bound books 
has been donated to the library of the Col- 
lectors Club, the gift of Mr. Y. Souren, and 
Mr. H. W. Carhart in memory of 
S. Knapp. Many people spent a great 
of time in examining these photographic 
records which preserves for all time the 
actual work done by the late Mr. Knapp. It 
was the first time that a collection had been 
recorded in this manner, and it is an indica- 
tion of what should be done with 
large collection in the future. Why should 
a philatelist’s work die with him when the 
means of recording and preserving it 
easily obtainable? Early this Fall, another 
section will come up for sale. This will include 
the continuation of the regular U. S. 
tion, the celebrated collection of 
tions, a magnificent group of early foreign 
stamps on cover; a remarkable lot of U. S. 
and foreign stamps in combination on covers, 
and various other portions which are expect- 
ed to produce as much enthusiasm and in- 
terest as did the first section of the sale.

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Photographic Air Mail 





A new service insuring a higher percentage 
of delivery and a great saving in time is 
being used by British soldiers in the Middle 
East command. The soldiers write their let- 
ters on a form approximately 11 by 8 inches. 
These are photographed on small films and 
the negatives sent by airmail to Britain, where 
a postoffice employee prints enlargements 
which are sent the addressee. The New York 
Times says that by this method 4,000 let- 
ters can be sent in a one pound air package, 
while the same number of ordinary letters 
would weight 150 pounds and due to value 
of space would have to be sent by more haz- 
ardous water transport.
